The Cambodian Lesson 


Prince Norodom Sihanouk has called for a United 
Nations Sponsored peace-keeping force to _ enter 
Cambodia and to restore order to that country. It is 
interesting to note that the prince has issued such a 
call in North orea where he is staying temporarily， 
andnot in China. On the surface, China still supPorts 
the Pol Pot regime,，and 过 would not be convenient 
for it:to accommodate the outspoken Prince at this 
time. But Sihanouk seemed to forget that 让 was the 


North 玉 oreans who fought the Umnited Nations force 


almostthirty years ago. 


Most Cambodians probably do not care much for 
the Vietnamese installed puppet regime or the 
extremist Pol Eot and his followers. Ithe prince can 
return the nation to order and stability he will have 
the support of most Cambodians as well as nations 


outside the Soviet bloc. 


OUur concern，however，rests with the problems of 
the ethnic Chinese ipP Cambodia.， Many who were 
fortunate to escape told tales of persecution and mass 
killings ordered by the Pol Pot regime. They were 
outraged that the-Chinese embassy in Phnom Penh 
offtered no eftective help to the ethnic Chinese. Many 
said that the wholesale prosecution of the ethnic 
Chinese began in Cambodia, and not in Vietnam . 

Part of the Problem rests with China's Priority， 
which considers her national interest and diplomatic 
relations higher than the interest of overseas Chinese. 
(Many overseas Chinese still have difficulty under- 


standing this position.) If China supports the 下 hmer- 


Rouge, it will not advocate for the ethnic Chinese and 
thus upset its political ally. And this brings up the 


second Problenm : 


since many ethnic Chinese in 


Cambodia had taken local citizenship or had become 
Stateless without a PRC passport，their pleas to the 
Chinese Embassy were not heeded. 

So far we have not heard from the Ce 
Eovernment on its interpretation of events under the 
Pol Pot regime, If stafft members of the Chinese 
Embassy indeed have tried secretly to jlessen the 

suffering of the ethnic Chinese, these efforts should be 
made known. Otherwise， the world will listen to the 


refugees. 


The Cambodian lesson to overseas Chinese should 
be a powerful one: unjless they take root locally and 
be a_part of the native society,，they will always be 
targets of attack.， China will not come to the

The musical "Evita,”currently 
at the Orpheurm Theatre through 
Sepbtember 1，has the imaginative 
direction by Howard Prince and 
choreographv by Larry Fuller to 
sustain it _ through a paper-thin 
Dlot.
